If the manager of a theatre or one of the actors were, from a stage, 
to exhort the people to stay away from church, characterize the clergy as 
hyprocrites and the church itself as a commercial, political institution, there 
would be a great protest raised. The clergymen would use every means at 
“their command to discredit the manager—and they would be justified. 

Still, denounce from his 
pulpit the theatre as an institution, characterizing it as base, wicked and 


immoral, and subjecting it to the severest kind of disparagement and con- 
tumely.

The clergymen may detract from the reputation of the stage, they 
may assail the character of the men and women of the drama—and all 
with impunity. 

It is a one-sided and an unfair condition; a condition that ought to be 
corrected—an abuse that ought to be stopped. The other day from a pulpit 
in St. Joseph, Mo., an evangelist by the name of Hart scathingly denounced 
the theatre, his attack being suggested by the recent denunciation of the 
stage and actors by Rev. F. E. Day, whose sermon elicited a burning and 
altogether scholarly reply from Forbes-Robertson, the celebrated English 
actor, who was then touring this country. 

In one instance, Rev. Hart characterized the modern play as an “orgy 
of obscenity.” He also stated that the theatre was never so vile in the 
“There 
may be decent plays,” he said, “but they are so few and far between that 
you might see enough bad ones to send you on the road to hell looking for 
a decent one.” 


world’s history as it is now, except in the days of ancient Rome. 


He also made the statement that four-fifths of the women 
before the footlights are immoral, claiming that his statement is sub- 
stantiated by statistics. He asserted that nine-tenths of the plots of the 
drama hinge on murder, suicide or crime in some form, and treat the mar- 
riage vow lightly. “The theatre,” he cried, “is bad—bad—bad. Prosperity in 
the theatre means adversity in the church. The two institutions are oppo- 
site. When the church is full, the theatre is empty, and vice versa. This 
has been proved time and again, whenever the theatre is enjoying a pros- 
perous season the church work lags. Whenever the town is in the throes 
of a religious upheaval, the theatres have poor business.” 

Then he followed with a statement that he would probably have a very 
hard time proving, and the veracity of which we very seriously doubt, to the 
effect that a theatre manager in one town had offered him $50 to leave, 
because the revival meeting was taking away patronage from the theatre. 
Even if the statement is true, it has no significance, as the people in a small 
town are anxious for the novelty and excitement, and an evangelistic re- 
vival always offers more of this than does the theatre. 

The whole trouble with the church is that it realizes its inability to 
compete with the theatre. As the Rev. Mr. Hart has said, the theatre takes 
the attendance from the church, which means that it takes dollars and 
nickels—and that's what hurts. There are few enough people left, who will 
go to church and sit through a dry-as-dust sermon, when they have the 


opportunity of witnessing an interesting, edifying and inspiring play at a 
theatre. The church finds that the only argument it has left is that the 
theatre is an institution subversive of the public morals. They reiterate an@ 
re-echo that claim as often as they can.

What we complain of, is that the charge is 
unjust and that the theatre managers and those who are interested in the 
success of the drama are without effective means of combating it. 

The church and the theatre are opposed, but their opposition is not 
spiritual.

make its plea upon the argument of spirituality, whereas the theatre man- 
ager has no such hypocritical claim to stand behind.

DANGEROUS PARK DEVICES. 


The young park season has already witnessed several accidents as @ 
result of the installation of devices that sometimes maim or kill as well as 
amuse. 

In some cities the devices at amusement parks are subjected to a rigorous 


examination and censorship by the safety department. But even this 
supervision is not always adequate to obviate the contingency of accidents 
that are solely and entirely the result of over-anxiety on the part of the 


management to present something new and startling. 

A park device that is dangerous is a menace not only to the patrons 
of the park, but to the ultimate success of that park itself and to the success 
of other devices in the park and in other parks—a menace, in short, to the 
best interests of amusement parks everywhere. 

The news of an accident spreads as rapidly as murrain among cattle. 
A fatality resulting from an accident of this kind places a popular embargo 
upon the devices at amusement parks and even reduces the attendance at 
the parks themselves. 

All this is the result of shortsightedness and the lack of perspective 
on the part of managers. They should examine closely into the merits 
of the novelties offered. The most innocent-looking device may be the 
most dangerous, and vice versa. Every feature of such a device should be 


examined and looked into. Such scrutiny, if general, would go a long way 


towards eliminating the chance of accidents from amusement park devices. 

If such scrutiny can not be obtained, then it is the duty of park 
managers to organize themselves for the purpose of inquiring into the merits 
of the various devices that are presented for purchase by park managers 
from season to season. 


Such devices truly are few in number. Accidents at parks are nearly 


always the result of foolhardiness or carelessness on the part of the patrons 


themselves. For this reason it ought to be made incumbent upon managers 


to safeguard their patrons by every possible means. The manager who does 
not is not only placing his own business in jeopardy, but he is jeopardizing 


the business of all “ther park managers.

CHATELET’S SEASON. 

What is known here as the “Grand Season” 
at the Chatelet, is now on and is meeting with 
remarkable success. The latest work to find pro- 
duction there is Helene de Sparte (Helen of 
Sparta) by the Belgian poet, Emile Verhaeren. 


The poet in handling his subject took liberties 


with his mythology, and, in addition, introduces 
elements which take the poem beyond the limits 
of the ordinary dramatic works. Helen is repre- 
sented as the type of fascinating womanhood 
which leads to ali sorts of enormities and even 
to dementia; and to this extent is not unlike 
that other character described in Ames Sau- 
vages. Born of violence and impurity, she re- 
mains akin to these all her life despite her beau- 
ty and charm. The love she kindles in others is 
her greatest scourge, and she is pursued to the 
death by her own fatal charms—and even be- 
‘ond, since she dies from a lightning stroke sent 
y Zeus, who covets her beauty in heaven. 
Helen is almost worshipped for her great beav- 
ty among the Spartans, whither Menelaus brings 
ber after her wanderings subsequent to the fall 
of Troy. (And if the old story be the accepted 
version, she must have been an aged woman at 
this time.) Her own brother, Castor, goes mad 
for love of her, and slays ber husband, Mene- 
laus, he being murdered in turn by Electra. 
When, in her widowhood, sadness and age over- 
take her, Helen goes to the forest and prays te 
Zeus to relieve her of a life which has become 


a burden to her through the pursuit of her ‘ 


beauty. Zeus answers her prayer. 

For the average playzoer the play would never 
become what might be called a hit. It is too 
strong a meat. ut the spectacular manner ig 
which it is presented is worthy of all praise.

Nestor and Champion Film Companies Annex to Universal Film 


Company—Future Affiliation of Republic Not Yet Decided 
—Film Supply Company Announces Program 


New York, May 25 (Special to The Bill- 
board).—Events in the film situation during the 

st week had iittle effect on -the situation 

general and aside from a little re-arranging 
in policy and a slight strengthening of the Uni- 
versal Company, there has been no change over 
the week previous, 

On Tuesday. May 20, David Horsley annexed 
bis holdings to the Universal Company and 
thus piaced Nestor films on the Universal pro- 
ram. On Friday, May 24, the deal between M. 
Jintenfass and the Universal Company was fin- 
ally closed, whereby Champion films become 
part of the Universal program and the Cham- 
pion studio and plant pass under the control 
of that company. Some rumor was rampant to 
the effect that the Republic Company would 
goon be one of the Universal companies, but this 
could not be verified at the end of the week. 

The Film Supply Company has arranged its 
program, published in the advertising columns 
of this issue, and has opened extensive offices 
at 131 West Forty-fourth Street, New York 
City. The Film Supply Company has also 
elected officers, the election taking place at a 
meeting on May 23. H. Blache, of the Gan- 
mont Company, is president; Ingvald C. O6es, 
of the Great Northern Company, is vice presi- 
dent; Harry Raver, of the Eclair Company, is 
secretary, and C. J. Hite, of the Thanhouser 
Company, is treasurer. 

The Universal has selected its officers as fol- 
lows: Chas. 0. Bauman, of the Bison Com- 
pany, president; P. A. Powers, of the Powers 
Company, vice president; Wm. Swanson, of 
the Gem Company, secretary, and Carl Laem- 
mie, of the Imp Company, treasurer. 

The policy of the Universal Company, while 
still maintaining the plan for exclusive terri- 
tory for exchanges, iss changed somewhat 
from that as first adopted. The original pol- 
icy was to create a solid program and compe! 
exchanges who wish to purchase any of the 
company’s output to buy the entire weekly 
program. The scarcity of films on the pro- 
gram as it now stands and the desive to use

See First Exhibition of Picture 


New York, May 25 (Special to The Billboard). 
—The forthcoming production of Oliver Twist 
in film form as offered now to state right 
buyers by the General Film Publicity and Sales 
Company, is attracting quite a great deal of 
attention, not only because of the appearance 
of Nat Goodwin in the production, as Fagin, 
but because of the noted casts which have been 
gotten together for the productions of the past, 

The principal parts have been interpreted by 
such great artists as J. W. Wallack Jr., as 
Fagin; E, A. Davenport, as Bill Sikes; Lucille 
Weston, as Nancy, and Mary Moore, as Oliver. 
On May 19, 1874, at the Fifth Avenue Theatre, 
a performance was given of Oliver Twist with 
Bijou Heron, as Oliver; Louis James, as Bill 
Sikes; Charles Fisher, as Fagin, and the great 
Fanny Davenport as Nancy. 

In February, 1861, at the New Metropolitan, 
Wallack played the part with the great Char- 
dotte Cushman as Nancy. On December 27, 
1867, the memorable Wallack Theatre produc- 


tion was made with Wallack as Fagin, E. L. 
Mavenport, as Sikes; Mary Shaw, as Oliver 
Twist, and Rose Eytinge, as Nancy. The 


production of Oliver Twist at the Bowery The- 
atre in the spring of 1868, is extremely interest- 
ing from the fact that Fanny Davenport, later 
one of the stage’s most famous Nancys’ ap- 
peared in the secondary part of Rose. A year 
later, or July 5, 1869, Lucille Weston appeared 
as Nancy at the Grand Opera House. The Herald 
of the succeeding day said, ‘‘that she was with- 
out a rival in the part.’’ Her performance was 
a gruesome one, so shocking, in fact, that Brig- 
ham Young, the great Mormon apostle, had for- 
bidden its appearance in Salt Lake City. McKee 
Rankin, who afterward appeared in the Danites, 
played Fagin, and was succeeded afterwards by 
James A. Herne, famous in after years for his 
productions of Hearts of Oak, and Sag Harbor.

The chorus is above the average and more than 
half of them are exceptionally good dancers. 


Theatre fill the same place. to thé small time act 
as the Victoria does to his higher-priced brother. 
This week be has three repetitions on his bill of 
six acts. The Marenko Duo just played this 
house last week, and Aveling and Lloyd are seen 
again for at least the sixth time this season. 
Even at that, these two acts were the clean-ups 
of the bill. 

Aveling and Lloyd are a couple of boys whose 
personalities have made them tremendous fav- 
orites with the Savoy audience. They have 
chosen bits from the acts of Nat Wills, Frank 
Tinney, Bert Fitzgibbons, Fields and Lewis, and 
a host of others who are playing the big time. 
They have chosen wisely, and have an act that 
gets the laughs from start to finish. And don’t 
think these boys aren’t clever. The reverse is 
the case. With their present ‘‘lifted’’ material 
they cannot hope to get above the small time. 
With original, good stuff, however, they could 
make a great many of the two-men teams on 
the big circuits look to their laurels. 

The Marenko Due were reviewed in these col- 
umns last week, so it isn’t necessary to say much 
about them. They are doing the same act, with- 
out a change, but managed to please the Savoy 
audience mightily. 

Margaret May and Company have a sketch with 
an extremely improbable and melodramatic plot. 
Two women and a man fill the three roies. Which 
one of the two women is Miss May doesn’t ap- 
pear, but judging by the parts, it is to be guessed 
that the waif was portrayed by the featured 
member of the act. There is no pathos of any 
consequence, no comedy to speak of, and very 
little business of any value. 

Frankie Seigel is playing a return encagement 
with some new songs and costumes. She had a 
pretty hard time getting the audience to believe 
that she had the goods, and it wasn’t until she 
offered Circus Day that she received any recog- 
nition of approval. The act is not arranged as 
nicely as was her last offering, nor is the 
material as good. 

Bonner and Bonner show a man and woman 
act that has several good points, but can never 


hope to get higher than the big small time. The 
man has a typical English stage voice. He 
drones rather than sings his numbers. The 


woman is easily the beset-looking member of her 
sex seen on the smaller circuits. She makes a 
change of costume, both gown and coat being 
most becoming. Their last song, which has 
several choruses, a bit suggestive, was their 
best offering, and the thing that put the act over 
with the Savoyites. 

An act billed as the Ten Campers made quite 
a flash, although they were handicapped by being 
booked too late to get their drop up. This 
spoiled their finish, which was a bathing number. 
Five boys and five girls make up the personne! of 
the act, and the y are all above the average 
chorus people. This is especially true of tne 
boy and girl to whom have been allotted the 
the task of leading the numbers. It has quite 
a little value for the big small time. 


BUCKNER CAN'T PAY.

PRUDENTIAL AFTER CLEVELAND,

The great Titanic disaster brings back to 
me a vivid picture of the time I was ship 
wrecked near Sable Island in 1863 almost the 
same place where the Titanic went down. I1 
took passage on the Steamer Georgia from New 
York to Liverpool to join Howe's Circus. The 
ship was a first-class steamer and was a 
sister ship to the steamer Georgia in the Con- 
federate Navy. She belonged to the Black 
Ball Line, running opposition to the Cunard 
Line. I arrived in New York from the West 
at the time the big draft riot was going on. 
Everybedy was on the war path, and all busi 
bess Was suspended. There was surely a hot 
time in ttle old New York. I called on an 
old friend, Geo, Thompson, stage manager of 
the old Bowery Theatre. We sat on the steps 
of the theatre and heard the howling of the 
rioters and saw them hang a nigger to a lamp- 
post. We left New York just about the same 
time of the year that the Titanic met her 
fate. 

Charlie Devere, the old clown and slack 
rope perfomer came down to the steamer to 
see my brother and me off. My friend Thomp- 
son also came. As soon as he saw Devere he 
three up his hands and said: ‘‘Today is Friday; 
that’s a jonah day and Devere is a jonah. 1 
don’t think you will ever get to Liverpool 
safe." I laughed at him, but just then a 
tug drew up along side. There was an Irish- 
man in it. His pipe fell out of his mouth and 
broke and he said: ‘‘I’ll not go on this steam- 
er. I broke my pipe and that’s bad luck. I 
don't think the ship will ever reach Liverpool.’’ 

We left New York all happy, but the third 
day we were shipwrecked near Sabel Island 
at 2 a.m. We struck an iceberg which kreck- 
ed a big hole in the side of the ship which seon 
filled with water. The captain and crew did 
all they could to save her but it was impossible. 
I had just gone to bed when she struck. I 
Jumped up and called my brother and told him 
something was wrong. He said: “You must 
be dreaming you are not on the Mississippi River 
now, you are on the ocean—there are no snags 
here.”" He had hardly finished speaking when 
she struck again and immediately I made my 
way on deck. I saw the captain on the bridge 
giving orders to reverse the sails and told the 
engineers to pull her back. But it was of no 
use; she was doomed. They sent up skyrockets, 
fired guns of distress, but no one heard us. 
There was no wireless those days, all the pas- 
sengers came on deck and all were excited. 
Women fainting, children screaming and me 
running around with life preservers on. They 
had to be kept back with guns to keep them 
from jumping overboard. The captain said: 
“Be calm and I'll try to save you all.’”” They 
got the life boats ready and put in women and 
children first. I knew there was plenty of time 
for me to go down and put on my other clothes 
On going down I met Ned Berry, the Irish 
comedian, He begged me not to go, but 1} 
rushed down into the cabin into my state room 


and changed my clothes and took my linen 
duster. Coming back J] passed through the 
saloon. The bar was the very finest and well 


stocked and I thought its too bad to think all 
this has to go down to the bottom. So 1 
took several bottles of champagne and a bottle 
of brandy and wrapped them up in my duster, 
then made my way upon deck. Just as I got 
on deck I heard the captain say: ‘Every man 
for himself." They grabbed me and put a 
rope around my waist. The officer asked me 
what I had under my arm I told him it was a 
life preserver. He said “‘you better put it on. 
you will need it,’’ and gave me instructions 
to hold onto the seat and said if the boat up- 
sets she will come right back again, so I was 
lowered down in great haste. The boat was 
rolling so, I thought she was going to upset 
and with my bundle in one hand, I thought to 
Save myself by grabbing a little Englishman 
by the whiskers. He said:: “Hold on.” 1 
said: “That's what I am doing." He sald: 
‘Let zo, what do you mean?” I said: ‘You 
don’t think I will go overboard as long as there 
{s any of your whiskers left, do you?’ The 
life boats were fastened together with ropes. 
but the sea was so rough that they had to cut 
the ropes and every life boat was for itself. 
a _ pulled away the steamer went down bow 
rst. 


We tossed around until daylight. Then 
the officer on our boat discovered land. The 
Waves had rolled in until we were up to our 


knees in water and we had to use the baling 
pan. They pulled for the island, but we didn’t 
know what island it was. After we were sure 
we saw land I said: ‘‘Thank God, we will now 
all take a drink.” Well they looked at me 
and wondered whether I was not out of my mind. 
But when I showed the bottle they all smiled, 
so I took the baling pan and knocked the neck 
of the bottle off, and gave them all a drink 


the men with the oars first. They drank and 
smacked their lips and passed {it around. 1 
gave my English friend some of the brandy. 
He said: “Oh! you have saved my life,’’ and 
they all declared I was the only man that had 
any nerve. The officer said, I don’t belleve 
he is a clown, but a sailor. Oh, how the 


sailors did pull after they had taken a drink. 

hen we got near the island a swell came and 
threw us high and dry on the island in the 
deep sand. All we could see on the island was 
some seals and sea gull eggs. My brother said: 
“Well, we won't starve,” and he picked up 
an egg and a sea gull flew at him. He fought 
it off and dropped the egg. We began explor 
ing the island, Finally we saw a wagon 
track which we followed to the other side of 
the island, and there found the lighthouse. 


The lighthouse tender came to meet us. His 
Dame was Platt. He took us to his home and 
made us welcome. He was stationed there by 
the English government to pick up ship- 
Wrecked people. There were already two 


crews there, shipwrecked months before. We 
were all a very jolly party. We had some 
very fine singers with us. They had a piano 
and we all made merry during our stay. The 
island was barren, all the wood used was lum- 
ber of wrecked vessels which was thrown up 
on the island. In a week's time a revenue cutter 
called and took us to Halifax and from there 
We took the steamer Virginia fer Liverpool, 
where we landed safe in twelv: days. We vis- 
ited Moore and Burgess Minstrels. They were 
mostly all Americans. Pony Moore being an 
old friend, took us to his home and treated us 
royally. We went from there to London, open- 
ed at Ashley’s Theatre, then traveled through 
England, Ireland and Scotland with Howe's 
Cireus, then shipped to Amr:rica and opened 
in Detroit, Mich., and so ended the disastrous 
sea voyage on her maiden trip. There were 
plenty of life boats, and not one soul was lost, 
and the Knight of the Cap and Bells, the hero 
of this story, put them all in good bumor by 
singing Champagne Charlie was His Name,

A STATEMENT. 


The Billboard is in receipt of the following 
statement from R. C. Haderman, counsel for The 
Capital City Amusement Co., Harrisburg, Pa.: 
As attorney for the J. C. Compton enterprises, 
with general offices at Harrisburg, Pa., 1 wisn 
to make the following statement in contradiction 
of an article which appeared in last week's 
issue of a New York theatrical paper, beaded, 
“The Kimono Girls in Trouble.’’ 

In the first instance, The Girl in the Kimono 
is the correct title, not The Kimono Girls. The 
second, Jack C. Compton (not J. L. Compton, 
which is his correct name) is owner and mana:er 
of the said company. Third, Frank A. Haley 
(not Hawley) is stage manager, not assistant 
manager. 

The whole story is a malicious falsehood, per- 
petrated by discharged members of the company. 
Regarding girls being in the company under 
age, there are but two girls under the age of 
eighteen, Florence Stevens and Lauretta May. 
Aside from tbe fact that both these carry work- 
ing papers with them, they also nave a written 
consent “from their mothers to Mrs. KE. F. Zane, 
chaperon of the girls. 

The statement that Mr. Compton exacted a 
five or eight dollar deposit fiom tne girls as 
security for their wardrobe is not only untrue, 
but absurd. The only thing in the way o 
wardrobe required of the girls is their stock- 
ings and slippers, which is customary with all 
musical shows. 

The members of the company left in Pottstown 
were discharged for incompetency, in accordance 
with cancellation clause in their cuntracts. 

The one member of the company closed with- 
out the customary notice was Miss Helene Vio- 
lette, who refused to appear at the Saturday 
night performance, as she did not wish to dis- 
continue her horseback ride, began at 7 P. M. 
She thereby violated her contract, and was closed 
closed accordingly. 

Sunday, May 5, Mr. Compton wee compelled to 
jump ahead of the show, due to trouble with 
tke agent. Immediately upon the departure of 
Mr. Compton's train, Miss Violette had Mr. 
Haley arrested on a “John Doe’’ warrant, charg- 
ing him with engaging girls under age. At the 
hearing the following morning, Mr. Haley was 
discharged, and the costs ($29.75) put on the Rev. 
Gurley, who assisted Miss Violette in her en- 
deavor to tie up the show. 

The next procedure on the part of Miss Violette 
was to come to Harrisburg, where the company 
was playing, escorted by Mr. Walter Armbrust 
(a former member), and try to attach the box 
receipts for two week’ salary (she having been 
closed without the customary two weeks’ notice). 
After Attorney Lieby investigated the case, he 
dropped it. The following day, Thursday, May 
18, Mr. Armbrust and Miss Violette followed 
the company to Mechanicsburg, Pa., and had a 
warrant sworn out for the manager's wife (Mr. 
Compton being ahead of the show), charging 
false pretense. They informed Mrs. Compton 
they would withdraw the charge if she would 
turn over the company's share of the receipts. 
As attorney for Mr. Compton, I was called, the 
necessary bail furnished, and a hearing set for 
3 P M. the following day. 

Both the defendant and myself were present, 
and at my request, the presence of Mr. Armbrust 
and Miss Violette was awaited until 5 P. M., but 
neither party put in an appearance, and the 
matter dropped. 

In conclusion, I wish to state that Mr. Comp- 
ton is thoroughly responsible and financially able 
to pay all salaries contracted by him, and I 
sincerely trust Mr. Armbrust and Miss Vio'ette 
will not instigate the publication of any detri- 
mental notices in the futrre, or I will be com- 
pelled to take legal action.

Now, if the sum raised will not be sufficient 
to cover the expenses of the skaters who would 
be eligible to take in the meets named, they 
could put the money to other uses that would 
heve almost the same bearing. They conld 
have managers in the different parts vf the 
country hold sectional championships during the 
season, and at the end of the time set by the 
skaters, the winner of his territory would be 
presented with a gold medal as the champion 
of his part of the country.
